Choose Own System. 


Cities are.given power to adopt 


their own systems but they must 
work,on the two-platoon plan. 
In 


some cities -where it has been tried, 
.the firemen have 12 hours on duty 
and 12 hours ofC while In others the 
schedule is 24 hours on and 24 off. 
Another'plan is -to have the men 
work 14 hours and then be off 10, 
reversing the schedule each week. 


No Meal Hours. 
Under the new system there will 


be.no meal hours for the men, as 
•when they are on duty they are 
there to stay ur.tll relieved by the 
other crew. The department will be 
full at all times, both night arid day. 
Men whose meals are not 'brougnt to 
them will 'have to carry lunches-or 
.prepare mealu at the station. 
At the present time the men here 


received every fifth day of£ duty and 
get time off for meals.

ber of Commerce should undertake 
for the improvement of Jar.esviUc? 


<V total of 445 students, or CO per 


cent, of the eighth grade and the 
four high, school classes made re- 
plies. In doing so they were urged 
to take 
into 
consideration 
that 


"every day the high school teachers 
are trying to help th.e pupils tnink. 
Their instructions told them that al- 
though "that seems like a simple 
statement, yet the ability to think 
makes the difference between stu- 
dents who leave school ready to do 
things independently, 
help them- 
selves and 
the'ir ' community, and 
those who will depend upon others. 


Ttirpose of Surrey. 
The plan ot the Chambc-r-of Com- 


merce In making the survey was to 
learn how much the coming gener- 
ation is thinking about the needs of 
'.the city. In'faet. the question blar.it 
iurnlshed each student clearly stat- 
ed ' "a city wide movement is tinder 
way for the expansion of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 
The ultimate ob- 
ject will be to make Jancsville a city 
of greater opportunity for you who 
will eventually share the responsi- 
bilities ot.citizenship. Your cooper- 
ation is sought in preparing this 
program of activity." 
Before making reply to the four 


questions, the pupils-were instructed 
.to take the blanks home and discuss 
them with their parents. Neverthe- 
less, they were urged to1 have the 


courage to state their own beliefs 
:orcefully. 
6S 1'ot. to Kntor College. 
Three hundred and three of the 


445 scholars answering question No. 
1 declared that they intend to go to 
college. That is, 68 percent of the 
entire number filling out the ques- 
tionnaires are making plans to con- 
tinue their studies. One. hundred 
and six. or 23.S percent, stated that 
they are not going to college, while 
3G were undecided. 
Of the 303 who plan to go to col- 


lege. 50 are in the SA, Gl In the 
freshman class.

'year and then drops in both instanc- 
es until the seniors in high school 
stand 51 for college and six against.

will not need a university education. 
Very few give economic conditions 
at. home as the reason. 
When it is considered that the lat- 


est report 01! the national survey of. 
schools made, by the American city 
bureau, through a joint committee 
of the National Educational Associa- 
tion and Chambers of Commerce, 
places the Great Lakes district, in 
which Janesville is classed, next to
